Man for Sin: So that had we kept our Sta- 
tion without violating any of God's Com- 


mands, our Bodies had been immortaliz d by 


our Innocence; and whatſoever Change or 
Alteration they had ſuſtained in their Paſſage 
not been felt in the Removal. ENG 
But no ſooner was the firſb Sin commit. 
ted by him who ſtood as the common Re- 
preſentative of all Mankind, but immediately 
the Sentence went out againſt him, Duſt 


to the other World, it is certam Death had 


Gen. 3- 19- thou art, and to Duſt ſhalt thou return; and not 


againſt him only, but againſt his whole Race, 
who were to ſtand or fall by what he did. 


So chat Mortality is the unavoidable State of 


our deprav d Nature, as the Apoſtle argues, 


Rom. 5- 12, BY ene Man Sin entred into the World, and 


Death by Sin zand ſo Death paſi d upon all;becaufe 
all have fined; And when the Sentence comes 


co be executed upon any of us, the Body ſoon 
loſes all its Beauty and Majeſty, goes down 


into the devouring Grave. to rot and purrifie, 
8 5 and 
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Funeral o Mr. Ralph Bolton. 
and turns again to its firſt Principle, common 
Duſt. This is too plain a Truth to be 
longer inſiſted on, ſince every Day preſents 
us with one Inſtance or other of it. I ſhafl 
therefore paſs over this Thought, and di- 
vert my Diſcourſe to ſomething more ufe- 
ful, and ſee if any Advantage will grow out 
of this fad and diſmal Conſideration. And ſure 

ſome good Fruit may be had from it, if we 
conſider what Arguments the Mortality of 
aur Bodies. will afford againſt moſt of the 
common Sins of. our Lives, ſuch as Pride, 
Covetouſneſs, Senſuality ; all which the Apoſtle 
ums up in theſe Words, The Luſt of the bb. 105 

Eye, the Luſt of the Heart, and' the Pride of | 
Life. - 


I begin with the ff of theſe Sins, 
Pridn 0 
That fond overweening Humour which 
makes us look with a Kind of Reverence 
upon our ſelves, and with as much Con- 
tempt upon all thoſe we imagine beneath 
us. Nothing will more effe ctually ſubdue 
this vain Folly, than a due and ſerious Con- 
ſideration of Mortality. From what Root 
ſoever this Vine ſprings, whether from a 
Conceit of any perſonal Excellency, or 
__ =_ 
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from an Apprehenſion of the Rank or Degree 
we hold in this World; or from any Obi- 
nion of our Fortunes and Poſſeſſions. A ſo- 
ber Reflection now and then upon the Cir- 
cumſtances of the Grave will take down the 
moſt aſpiring Thoughts of this Nature, 
and level them with that very Earth from 
whence we had our Beginning, and to 
which we are all returning very faſt. Are 

you fond of any bodily Perfection? Do 

you pride your ſelves in the Briskneſs and 

Vigour of Vouth? In the Beauties of the 

Face? The Delicacy of Shape, ſer off with 

all Improvements of Art and Expence? 

Go down into the Chambers of the Dead, 
and rifle all the Treaſures of the Grave, 

and ſee what you can find of all this: There 

Beauty turns to Deformity, and Proportion 
to a Heap of Rubbiſh; inſtead of well ſet 

Hair you will meet with Baldneſs in the Pro- 

IC, 3. 24 phet's Phraſe, or a naked Skull; inſtead of a 
ſweet Smell, a Stench; and all the Glory of 
the outward Man turns to that which we 

behold with a ſilent Horror and ſecret De- 
reſtation, even to Rottenneſs and Putrefaction. 

And are theſe Things a reaſonable Founda- 
tion of Pride and Haughtineſs; or rather are

ity 
and Lowlineſs of Mind? IT 
Do you value your ſelves upon the Rank 
and Degree you hold in the World? Upon 
the Nobleneſs of Blood, or the Length of 
a Pedigree, the Number of your Attend- 
ants, or the Pomp of Equipage, and think 
theſe Things will licenſe you to inſult 
over and deſpiſe your Inferiors? Go down 
to the Grave, and ſee what you can find of 
all this. Death is the greateſt Leveller in the 
World, that equals all Degrees, and con- 
founds all Diſtinctions in the Regions be- 
low; there is no Difference betwixt 


they not ſtrong Inducements to Humil 


the Prince and the Beggar; the Aſbes of 


the one have as much of Quality in them as 
thoſe of the other, and mix without Strife, 
and there is no more inſiſting upon Diſtance 
or Reſpect. When a Man is once dead, no 
matter what his Deſcent was, whether of 
noble Blood, or the Dregs of the People : 
Nil refert, ſub dio jacebit victima nil miſer antis 
Orci; he falls a Sacrifice to unrelenting Fare, 
and all the Marks of Diſtinction ceaſe for 
ever, ſays the Poet: And a better Poet, the 
divine Author of the Pſalms tells us, The Man 


of Honour without Underſtanding, is fitly com- Pſal. 49-20. 


pared to the Beaſts that periſh; like them he 
EEE dies, 
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dies, and in a little Time converts into the 
ſame Elements they do. 


Is it Riches and a great Fortune that you 


glory in? Is it vaſt Demeſnes, and mag- 
nificent Buildings, and a great Train of 
Vaſſals and Dependants that ſwell your 
Thoughts, and ſet you ſo much higher in 
your Opinion than the reſt of Mankind? 
Look forward to the Land of Darkneſs, 
and ſee what remains of all this after Death. 
There the largeſt Eftate is compris d in Six 


Foot of Earth, and the nobleſt Palace 


dwindles into a Grave-Stone, or a Monu- 


ment, and all the Attendants that wait on 
us there, are what grow out of our own i 
Bowels, Worms and Inſects, and all our 
Treaſure ſhrinks up into a Coffin and a 


Winding-ſheet: And are theſe Things a 
juſt Ground of Pride and Haughtineſs ? Ic 
is true that even the Goods of the Body and 
of Fortune have their Value, and deſerve 
Eſteem where they are laidout as they ought 


to be. High Birth and a noble Deſcent 


make a glorious Figure, when they are at- 
tended with the Chriſtian Virtues of Meck- 
neſs, and Humbleneſs of Mind; and the 


| beſt Train that waits upon 2 great Fortune 


are Juſtice and Beneficence, and à generous 
E 1 Diſpo- 
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' Diſpoſition to do Good; but without theſe, - 
they are Things of little worth, which the 
wile of Men have ever thought below 
their Care, and which the beſt of Men 
have not ſcrupl'd to ſacrifice, and with 
them their Lives alſo to their Duty and 
Conſcience: And it any Thing in the World 
can wean us from an over-high Opinion of 
2 theſe Things, it is the Conſideration of 
Man,, 


II. A Second Vice is Covetouſneſs, or an 
exceſſive Deſire of Riches. And if any 
Thing can abate and mortifie this Luft, it 
is a ſerious Reflection upon our latter End. 
Conſider the Ways of the Miſer, ſee what 
TX Recompence he has for his Pains when 
Death arreſts his Body, and invades his Poſ- 
ſeſſions; and you cannot be ignorant of the 
Folly and Unreaſonableneſs of this Sin. 
This Man condemns himſelf to the worſt 
Sort of Slavery; Day and Night he digs in 
the Mine, and ſcrapes for Treaſure which 
he hath not Power to convert to any Pure 
1 _ of Life : Cares. and Fears are his con- 
ſtant Companions, and a perpetual Anxie- 
tude attends all his Motions: His Life is 
one continual Penance of his own pre- 


— ſcribing, 


". A Sermon Preach d at the 


ſcribing, made up of faſting Days, and 


watching Nights; and Nature is ever com- 
plaining of Injuſtice, but to no Purpoſe. 
Right and Wrong are all one with him, for 
every Thos is right and juſt with him 
that makes for his Intereſt, and every Thi 

is wrong that contradicts it: The Widows 
Houſe, and the Orphan's Patrimony, go 


down, ſweetly with him, without the Pha- 


riſee's Formality of a Prayer; and Injuſtice, 


when it ſerves his turn, pleaſes him as well 


barefacd as under a Mast of Hypocriſy: 
In a Word, Mammon is the only God he 


ſerves, and to that he makes large Oblations, 


Viz his Tame, his Pains, his Soul and Conſcience. 
This is the Way of this Man, and what is 
the Fruic of his Labour? Why, as his 


Wealth was uſeleſs during Life, fo it 
proves alſo at his Death. For Riches pro- 
fic not in the Day of Wrath; they cannot 


ſpin out the Thread of Life one Inch long- 
er, nor procure one Minutes Reſpite, nor 
compound for one ſingle Breath, but the 
fatal Meſſenger ſeizes Body and Goods; the 
one goes to the Grave, where it rots much 
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it 


flower than the Memory of the deceas'd; 
the other very often into the Hands of a 
profuſe Heir, where ic waſtes much faſter than 
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it was got; ſometimes to Owners that were 
never thought of, and not ſeldom proves 
a Matter of Contention amongſt the ſur- 
viving Friends: And what was ſcraped to- 
gether by Injuſtice, is at laſt ſquander'd a- 
way in a Law-Suit: And were there no 


uh 


tonne /s in the other World, what wiſe Man 
would undergo all that Drudgery this Vice 


is Wealth to the Miſer) whatever it is in its 
ſelf, yet tis nothing to him: He hath the 
Poſſeſſion indeed, but not the Enjoyment; 
he ſtarves in the midſt of Plenty, and 
makes Poverty his Choice, which other 
Men count their greateſt Plague and 
Misfortune, and his Death is equally 
miſerable as his Life, nay, this Man may 
be ſaid to die a double Death, the Parting 
with what he can no longer keep, bein 

as pun to him, as the Diſſolution of Soul 
and Body, attended with Agonies, Con- 
vulſions, and a diſtracted Mind. And 
how much better has Religion provided 
for our Eaſe and Happineſs, did we ob- 
ſerve its Rules, and follow its Directions? 
For that permits a moderate Uſe of the 
Bleſſings of this Life, to make our Time 


Account to be made of this Sin of Cove- 


draus after it, for juſt nothing; (for ſuch 
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and our Abode here comfortable to us; and 

by devoting what can be ſpar'd to the 
Uſes of Charity, will eſtabliſh us a Re- 
putation here on Earth, and procure us 
Friends on the other Side the Grave, 
which will conduct us into the Regions 
of Eternal Happinels. 


The laſt Thing [ mentioned, was Sen- | 


ſuality, the Indulging our Appetites in any 
Reſpect beyond the Bounds that Reaſon 
and Religion have preſcrib d. The Epicure 
abandons himſelf to all kind of Exceſs, 
denies his Senſes nothing that they call 
for; his Invention is conſtantly employ d 
to find out new Entertainments, and all 
his Hours are ſpent in a Circle of Debau- 


chery, in rolling from one Sort of Intem- 


perance to another; and this he thinks is 
the true Way of living, and what is the 
Reſult of all? Why, this laborious Courſe 
of Sin, lays a Foundation for infinite Di- 


ſtempers, and renders him incapable of 
injoying thoſe Follies he hungers aſter; 
they ſhorten his Days, and anticipate 
his Fate, and when they have brought 
him to his Death-bed; then Pleaſure flics 

V away 
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away for ever, and leaves nothing behind 
it, but a painful Remembrance of what 
can be no longer enjoy d by him, and a 
direful Proſpect of the Evils that are be- 
fore him, and the Sinner goes down to the 
Grave with a deep Regret at parting with 
his old Companions, and a diſmal Appre- 


henſion of that Society, he is poſting to. 


The Heat hens thought to t emedy theſe 
Evils, by caſting into the Funeral Pile 
all thoſe Things, which the Perſon de- 
ceas d took Pleaſure in during Life, ſup- 

oſing that theſe Things would wait on 
fn in the other World, and afford him 
the ſame Diverſion there as they did in 
this.

But though our Bodies ſhall return to
